South Viet Nam Set 
To Become a Republic 


South Viet Nam is expected to 
become a republic. This was a result 
of the country’s first national elec- 
tions held last week 

Viet Nam lies along the South 
China Sea, south of China. This re- 
gion was formerly ruled by France 
but is now independent. After a civil 
war that ended last year, Communist 
rebels won control of the northern 
half of Viet Nam. 

At that time Bao Dai, member of 
a noble family, was head of Viet 
Nam's government. His title was 
“chief of state.” After Viet Nam was 
divided, Bao Dai ruled only in South 
Viet Nam. He living in 
France for more than a year. 

Bao Dai appointed Ngo Dinh 
Diem as premier. The two men quar- 
reled. Mr. Diem arranged for an 
election. The people voted by about 
10-1 to make Mr. Diem “chief of 
state’ in place of Bao Dai.
